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Introduction
A. State of Mississippi’s Drinking Water State Revolung Loan Fund

The Safe Drinking Water Act Amendments of 1996 (S®)Wstablished the national
Drinking Water State Revolving Fund (DWSRF) Prograhmat program allows the
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) to make cjzation grants to states to, in
turn, provide low cost loans to public water systémhelp achieve or maintain
compliance with SDWA requirements. Accordinglye tBtate Legislature (through
Section 41-3-16, MS Code of 1972 Annotated) creatiealt is now called the Drinking
Water Systems Improvements Revolving Loan Fund (IRLE) Program, to receive the
federal DWSRF capitalization grants from EPA, amg@rovide low cost loans to the
state’s public water systems to finance neededsirincture improvements. This
legislation also allows the DWSIRLF, subject to guthority of State Law, to make
loans that may utilize additional subsidization dray standard DWSIRLF loans as well
as setting appropriate criteria to determine elggrbcipients.

That same legislation created the "Local Governsiant Rural Water Systems
Improvements Board" (Board), to oversee the adrmatisn of the DWSIRLF Program.
The Mississippi State Department of Health (Departty as the state’s drinking water
primacy agency, supplies the staff and facilitiesassary to administer the program.
The Board is composed of the following nine (9) rbens: the State Health Officer, who
shall serve as chairman of the Board; the Execivector of the Mississippi
Development Authority; the Executive Director oétBepartment of Environmental
Quality; the Executive Director of the DepartmehEmance and Administration; the
Executive Director of the Mississippi AssociatidnSupervisors; the Executive Director
of the Mississippi Municipal League; the ExecutiWeector of the American Council of
Engineering Companies; the State Director of th@ddrStates Department of
Agriculture, Rural Development; and a manager afral water system. Each agency
director may appoint a designee to serve in hizeoplace on the Board. The rural water
system manager is appointed by the Governor. drctbation of the program it was the
intent of the Legislature that the Board endeawa@rtsure that the costs of administering
the DWSIRLF Program are as low as possible, inraerovide the water consumers of
Mississippi with safe drinking water at affordapleces.

As a condition of receiving the DWSRF capitalizatgrants, the SDWA requires that
each state annually prepare an Intended Use RI&).(IThe IUP is designed to outline
how a state will utilize DWSRF funds to assist iotpcting public health. The

DWSIRLF Fund consists of both state and federall$un Federal funds are provided to
the states in the form of awarded capitalizatiangg. Each state’s allotment of those
grants is based on EPA’s Needs Survey that is peed every four years. State
matching funds totaling 20% of the federal granbant are required to be deposited into
the Fund and have historically been provided thinaihg issuance of bonds. The purpose
of this IUP is to convey the State of MississipgB&tate) DWSRF plan for FY-2011 to
EPA, other state agencies, the state’s public veatpplies, and the general public.



B. Program Overview

The basic framework under which the DWSIRLF Progoparates is established by two
documents. The first document is the Drinking W&tate Revolving Fund Loan
Program Operating Agreement (Operating Agreemegttyden the Mississippi State
Department of Health and the Environmental Pravecigency, Region IV. The most
current Operating Agreement was agreed to by battigs and approved on February 3,
2009. The Operating Agreement establishes the frashework of the DWSIRLF that

is not expected to change from year-to-year. Boersd document is this IUP, which
describes how the State of Mississippi will oblegtte FY-2012 DWSRF allotment of
$8,621,902 from October, 2011, through Septemlfs52as shown in the capitalization
grant application. This IUP will show in detaiktifollowing: the goals (basic, long-term
and short-term), the structure, and the finand¢&tus of the loan program; the role of the
set-aside activities within the state; and mostartgntly, the distribution of funds
towards public water system improvements projectsthe criteria used to determine
their ranking within the priority system.

C. Public Input, Review, and Comment Procedures

To ensure that the public has an ample opportuaitgview and comment upon the IUP,
the Department and the Board follow the “Mississfppministrative Procedures Law”
prior to final submission of the IUP to EPA. A pigmotice period of at least twenty-
five (25) days allows for review and comment befaqgublic hearing. A second filing
with the Secretary of State’s Office occurs with tP becoming law 30 days later.

Public notice will be given ifhe Clarion Ledgera newspaper of statewide circulation,
to receive any written and oral comments on thiB.IlA public hearing will be held at
9:00 a.m. on Friday, January 20, 2012. A transafiphe public hearing, recording the
comments and recommended solutions, will be subthtts EPA along with the Final
IUP.

Goals of Mississippi’s Drinking Water Systems Improements Revolving Loan
Fund (DWSIRLF) Program

The Board has established certain goals for the [IRMS Program with the objective of
improving the program on an ongoing basis. Thdsgoave been classified into three
categories that include basic, long-term, and steoni. These goals were developed to
address the necessary requirements of federaltatedregulations, as well as the state’s
need and desire to maintain and enhance the progtamgress and the State of
Mississippi have placed particular emphasis orséisgismaller drinking water systems



under the DWSIRLF to ensure that these systems d@deguate technical, managerial,
and financial resources to achieve or maintain d@mge and provide safe drinking
water.

A. Basic Goals

a. Maintain a financially sound DWSIRLF in perpetuityget a portion of the
drinking water needs in the state within a reastapériod of time; and fund
projects in order of public health importance. akiing these basic goals will
help ensure that Mississippi's drinking water siggolemain safe and affordable,
and that those public water systems that receivdiifig will be properly operated
and maintained.

b. Determine the DWSIRLF's yearly interest rate, tgkinto consideration that it
must be competitive with the private sector, ad aWwith other available
funding sources within the state. This will enstime timely use of available
funds, as well as ensure sufficient income is gaedrto provide for the
perpetuity of the Fund. Further details of loamtg and priority ranking are
outlined in Sections IV and VI of this IUP.

B. Long-Term DWSIRLF Goals

1. Enhance and/or improve loan application and repaymecedures. MSDH
intends to periodically evaluate the existing pergirequirements and procedures
to determine ways to streamline the DWSIRLF Progsapplication and
repayment procedures, making it more user-frierattyactive and beneficial to
loan recipients, while ensuring continued complewnith all federal and state
regulations and requirements. This task may proveetdifficult due to the
potential provisions linked to the appropriationattchange from year to year.

2. In addition to streamlining program requirementd procedures, Program staff
are exploring the feasibility of creating a univaraeb-based ranking form for all
lending agencies within the state. The proposed feould ask a few simple
guestions, recommend a lending program based aespenses, and submit the
ranking form to the appropriate agency. This cdwdlp potential loan recipients
find the program that is right for their water il quickly and easily.

3. Use Set-Aside to fund abandonment and pluggingetisw Beginning last year,
the program began using the Local Assistance ahdr@tate Programs set-aside
to properly abandon inactive wells and open hdlagse inactive wells and open
holes are potential avenues of contamination t@thefer and a danger to
humans. We believe this is a worthwhile endealvat Will protect the source
water of the state’s water supplies.

4. Develop a tracking system to manage program doctsae disbursements. A
tracking system will provide DWSIRLF loan recipisrand their representatives



an opportunity to view the status and/or locatibdacuments mailed to the
DWSIRLF program for review and/or processing. Thegking system will also
assist DWSIRLF staff in tracking/monitoring prograimcumentation reviews as
well as disbursements.

5. Develop a comprehensive engineering project man@&jéy manual. While the
program is fully staffed, the Bureau of Public We&Bepply continues to make
changes to the personnel involved with the DWSIRk&gram as the need arises.
A comprehensive manual for project managementheiib ensure new PMs will
have all the necessary tools and reference maggrheir disposal to ensure the
ongoing project flow will be uninterrupted. Sinagulations change periodically,
once the manual is completed it will be maintaibgassigned staff.

C. Short-Term DWSIRLF Goals

1. Enhance and/or improve the DWSIRLF Loan Progogmmaking it more
attractive to public water systems. The evaluatibtiis goal will be based on
input received from “one-on-one” visits with statfengineering firms, town
conferences, and general feedback obtained fromrex@pients and consulting
engineers during the loan process. These meaiiiligse conducted with firms
currently participating in the DWSIRLF program tallect data regarding the
effectiveness of the loan application process ctiydeing implemented by the
DWSIRLF.

2. Explore the possibility of developing web-bas&dcklists and forms to
electronically store and process project managemérmation.

3. Assist applicants in addressing capacity assessmediotencies found during
annual inspections by using technical solutionsrdid by the technical
assistance set-aside contractors. New or forthapneigulations may make this a
key goal in the future.

4. Train new staff members using available trainingsgmns provided by EPA
Region IV staff.

5. Meet special funding goals: It is an increasinggiloility that the FY-2012
federal appropriation will include new or receritijroduced provisions that will
require compliance monitoring, thus creating antamthl burden to the program.
As these new provision(s) are unknown at this tithe program will make
appropriate adjustments when new information besocewailable.

6. Implement an automatic repayment collection systéftany loan recipients in
the repayment mode of the program desire an autoelattronic repayment
system as is available in the public sector. Riégeamo programs within the
MSDH have successfully established this automatierent method. The
DWSIRLF, by instituting this payment option, wilhgure a more timely receipt



of monthly repayments, as well as make the repayprecess much more
convenient for our loan recipients.

Structure of the Mississippi DWSIRLF

The Mississippi DWSIRLF is structured around thseparate funds that sustain the
program and help it achieve the basic, short-tamd,long-term goals. The funds are
broken down further into designated accounts, éasing a specific function:

A. DWSIRLF Loan/Operations Fund

Monies in the Fund support a majority of the fuoct of the DWSIRLF. These
functions include: program administration, set-asdgerations, and most
importantly, providing loans to public water systefar eligible projects. The
DWSIRLF is a reimbursement program, meaning that &ifie loan is awarded, costs
associated with planning, designing and constrgdtie project are reimbursed to the
recipient. Capitalization grants from EPA, loapagments and interest earnings are
deposited into this Fund.

1. Types of Eligible Projects:
Many types of projects are eligible for funding enthe loan program. For a
more detailed explanation of eligible costs forjpcts, please reference Appendix
A of the DWSIRLF Regulations.

2. Set-aside Accounts:

The set-aside accounts reside under the umbrelleedfund and are distinctly

designated by reporting categories. A listinghef set-asides taken by

Mississippi includes the following:

a. Administrative Set-aside: Used to provide finahsigport to administer the
loan program and other non-project-related acésiti

b. Small System Technical Assistance Set-aside: tspdbvide technical
assistance to small water systems through therduromtractual services of
the Community Resources Gro(pRG), Mississippi State University —
Extension Service (MSU-ES) and the Mississippi RWwater Association
(MSRWA)

c. State Program Management Set-aside: Used to gredditional financial
support to MSDH — Bureau of Public Water SupplyRaiblic Water System
Supervision program support.

d. Local Assistance and Other State Programs: Usptbiode additional
funding for the establishment and implementatioa wfellhead protection
program.

B. DWSIRLF State Match Funds

As required by the SDWA, the State of Mississippistnmatch the capitalization
grant with state funds equaling 20% of the fedallatment. Mississippi historically



has received the required 20% state match frorsaleeof General Obligation Bonds
authorized by the State Legislature and sold byMississippi State Bond
Commission. While state match monies providedughothe bond sales are
maintained separately from the Fund for accourpimgoses, they are still
considered to be under the “umbrella” protectiothef DWSRF Fund.

C. Drinking Water Systems Emergency Loan Fund (DWSELF)

This fund contains state monies that are to beedilonly for public water supply
loans which meet the definition of emergency. feother information see
Appendix J.

Financial Status of the DWSIRLF

This section outlines all sources of funding avaéao the DWSIRLF program and
indicates intended uses. This section also desthe financial assistance terms
available through the program.

A. Source and Use of Funds

Funding amounts and their use are outlined in AdpeA. For FY-2012 the federal
allotment is $8,621,902 and the required 20% stetieh of $1,724,380 will provide
a total of $10,346,282 to be used for loans an@dsiele activities. An estimated
$8,551,532 will be used for loans to Mississipgblpuwater supplies, with
$1,534,628 being utilized for set-aside activitiemobligated funds from the
previous year, anticipated loan repayments, aret@st earnings are additional
funding sources, which are not classified as statteh. Set-aside use for the
standard capitalization grant is outlined in Sectb of this IUP. Necessary
workplans showing utilization of these funds arerfd at the end of this IUP.

1. Federal Allotment
Mississippi’s FY-2012 capitalization grant is $816202 based on the FY-2012
legislative appropriation. According to the finabieral appropriation, the
FY-2012 grant requires that an estimated 20 pefethie funds appropriated
herein for the Revolving Funds shall be design&tedreen infrastructure, water
efficiency improvements, energy efficiency improwents, or other
environmentally innovative projects. Furthermopeto 30% of the total grant
funds are required to be provided as additionasisiylto FY-2012 loan
recipients.

2. State Match Requirements
The state receives its 20% state match from treefabeneral Obligation Bonds
authorized by the State Legislature. The Legistapassed House Bill No. 209 to
establish a Local Governments and Rural Water 8ystenprovements
Revolving Loan Program and authorized the salel6{®0,000 in General
Obligation Bonds which were deposited into the Léand. As stated in the law,



one of the purposes for these funds is that, "Allroy portion of the monies in the
fund may be used to match any federal funds tlea&eailable for the same or
related purposes for which funds are used and egaeander this act.” Initially,
$10,000,000 of these General Obligation bonds weletin May of 1997 and the
proceeds were deposited into the Fund on May 297.19ater, the remaining
$5,000,000 of the original bonding authority waklssmd deposited into the
DWSIRLF fund on October 5, 2000.

Loan Increase Reserve

Beginning in FY-2003 the Board began to make losards after approval of the
facilities plans and loan application rather théieracompletion of design. This
change in the loan award sequence increased #ldbkd that bid overruns on
some projects may be greater than the constructintingency included in the
loan agreement. In order to provide needed loareases to existing loans, the
Board intends to set-aside the amount indicatépimendix A for such loan
increases to be awarded on a first-come, firstexkbasis. Any funds not
obligated for these purposes by the end of thalfigear may be made available
for new loan awards to the highest ranking prog@dt{at is ready for loan award
at the time funds become available.

B. Financial Planning Process

In accordance with the Board's desire to maintdinamncially sound DWSIRLF loan
fund in perpetuity, while at the same time meetagubstantial portion of the
drinking water needs in the state within a reastengkriod of time, the following
financial decisions were made regarding the Fund:

Efficient Bond Management

The Board intends that the MSDH apply for the engtate allotment under the
federal DWSRF, including the set-asides describegeiction V. below. The
Board has decided that any bond proceeds be degasio the DWSIRLF fund
to be "banked" as state match for federal DWSRRalgation grants, and has
made this entire amount immediately available f9¥SIRLF loans.

Interest Rate Determination



As mentioned previously in the Goals Section oflthe, it is the Board’s
intention to adjust interest rates such that theated will eventually equal the
funds available. In order to ensure that thisrggerate will be at or below the
prevailing market rates at the time a loan is mé#us,rate will be compared to
the twenty-year (20) triple-A rated, tax-exempturesl revenue bond yield
published by The Bond Market Association/ Bloomb@tpomberg Online,

Investment

Investment Procedures for Excess Cash - Accordiriget State Treasurer, the
excess cash in the DWSIRLF is invested by the Staasurer in securities
prescribed in Section 27-105-33, et. Seq., of tiesidsippi Code of 1972
Annotated, as amended. The securities in whidk ftads may be invested
include certificates of deposit with qualified stalepositories, repurchase
agreements (fully secured by direct United Stateadury obligations, United
States Government agency obligations, United Stateernment
instrumentalities or United States Government spigatsenterprise obligations),
direct United States Treasury obligations, Unitéatés Government agency
obligations, United States Government instrumeti¢alior United States
Government sponsored enterprise obligations, ap#rer open-ended or
closed-ended management type investment companyestment trust
registered under the provisions of 15 U.S.C. Sad@M@(a)-1 et. Seq, provided that
the portfolio is limited to direct obligations is=iby the United States of
America, United States Government agency obligatibmited States
Government instrumentalities or United States Goavemt sponsored enterprise
obligations and to repurchase agreements fullyaterialized by the securities
listed above for repurchase agreements.

C. Financial Terms of Loans

The following terms will be used for the purposeaking loans to the public water
systems within the State of Mississippi.

Funding Limit

Under state law, the Board has the discretion totte® maximum amount for
DWSIRLF loans. For FY-2012 the Board has set tlaimum loan amount to
be $5,000,000, per borrower. The Board may alloi& taximum loan limit to
be exceeded by vote on a case-by-case basiguésted by the borrower and the
need has been justified. Furthermore, during FY220b more than one loan per
borrower will be allowed. These funding limits wile implemented due to the
reduced amount of available funds. By the endheffiscal year, in the event that
additional funds are available, systems previoustgiving an award during FY-
2012 may obtain an additional award(s) or an irgget® a previous FY-2012
award, if no other eligible systems are evident.

Interest Rate



All loan terms will be at 1.95% annual intereseratompounded monthly, with a
maximum 20-year repayment period. The interedtnoil accrue during
construction, but will commence at the date of clatipn of the original
construction period.

3. Administration Fee
Revenues to pay for DWSIRLF program administratiosts will be collected
through an administration fee of 5% of the init@dn principal. This fee will be
collected from the interest portion of loan repapseon all FY-2012 loans.
There are ample funds this program administration fund at this timghe
Department expects to receive approximately $1.¥bt ¢the course of
approximately two years after FY-2012 loans hawenbdosed out and have
begun repayments. This amount is pending thepeoéthe full amount of the
requested EPA FY-2012 Capitalization Grant.

4. FY-2012 Appropriation Special Provisions
Since the FY-2012 appropriation bill has not baealized, the final allotment
amounts and any additional federal requiremenésia¢td to the FY-2012 funds
are unknown at this time. If recent history isrgication, the FY-2012 federal
appropriation funds may require that a portionhaf tapitalization grant funds be
used to fund projects that are considered “Grefradtructure” in nature. There
is also a high probability that a portion of th@italization grant will be required
to be used to provide additional subsidization Ineljjow interest rates to loan
recipients. That additional subsidization coukktthe form of principal
forgiveness, negative interest rates, or a comibinatf the two. Furthermore, it
is also likely that all loans made with all or pg-2012 federal appropriation
funds will have the added loan conditions assodiati¢h the Davis-Bacon Act.
Appropriate language will be added to all FY-204@1 agreements identifying
the additional responsibilities for loan recipients

5. Other Related Issues
a. Type of Assistance Providetlhe assistance to be provided under the

DWSIRLF loan program will be loans to public, taxeenpt entities which are
authorized under state law to collect, treat, séme distribute piped water for
human consumption; to enter into a DWSIRLF loareagrent; and, which
have the ability to repay the DWSIRLF loan. Witle funds afforded through
the FY-2012 appropriation, the DWSIRLF may be dblenake loans that
will have an amount of principal forgiveness, iéyhare designated a
disadvantaged community. Once the specifics oFtf}012 appropriation
bill are known, the Board may set a limit to taatount of grant funds that
would be designated for additional subsidy. Omeelimit of the
appropriation subsidy funds has been reached fe2&N2, loans will return
to the DWSIRLF's standard terms without principaidiveness. In all cases,
these loans will be for the construction of eligildrinking water production,
treatment and distribution facilities.
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b. Project Costs Eligibility:Eligible/allowable project costs will include thes
costs that are eligible, reasonable, necessaryaltowhble to the project,
within the established project scope and budgetonformance with the
DWSIRLF regulations and approved by MSDH.

c. Loan Participation:DWSIRLF loan participation will be at 100% of ebg
project costs, less any funding made available fotimer agencies for these
same eligible project costs.

d. Pre-Award CostsProject costs incurred prior to loan award will be

DWSIRLF loan eligible provided:

i. The debt is for work under a construction contfaciwhich the notice to
proceed was issued on or after October 1, 2011t{lenBWSIRLF loan is
awarded by September 30, 2012.

ii. The project is in compliance with all applicable BYRLF program
regulations and obtains MSDH approval of all aggilie documents prior
to award of the DWSIRLF loan.

iii. The prospective loan recipient agrees that by mmgiicosts prior to loan
award, it proceeds at its own risk and relievesBbard, the Department,
and the Department’s staff of all responsibilityldiability should such
costs later be determined unallowable for any reasshould such
funding not become available for any reason.

iv. The prospective loan recipient agrees that by mmgiicosts prior to loan
award, no future commitment of funding a refinanpegject is provided.

e. Priority List: The FY-2012 Priority List expires on September 31 2.
Projects listed in the FY-2012 Priority List that dot receive funding by this
date will not be funded under the FY-2012 fundiggle, and will be subject
to the requirements of the FY-2012 or subsequeRslahd Priority Lists.
Detailed information for the FY-2012 DWSIRLF pradjeds shown in Section
VIII of this IUP. To facilitate the use of FY-20X@derally appropriated
funds, the priority list may be adjusted to allayndls to be disbursed
according to the federal requirements.

Set-Aside Activities

The SDWA allows each state to set-aside up to 8depe of its federal capitalization
grant to support non-project-related drinking watiergrams including: administration of
the loan program, technical assistance to publiemsystems, state program
management and other special activities. The ptates to use an estimated $1,534,628
of the federal grant to support these activitiemglwith an additional estimated
$862,190 in state money needed for state progranagement match. These non-
project-related programs will be operated by theDMSwithin the agency itself or
through contracts with other agencies or orgarorati Contracts between the MSDH
and other agencies or organizations will be apptdwethe Board. Workplans detailing
how funds will be expended for the set-asideszatiliare included as appendices within
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this IUP. Additionally, progress reports will becluded in the Annual Report for those
set-asides utilized. As of this public notice, shate has elected not to take any
additional set-asides from the FY-2012 approprgthut reserves the right to make
revisions to utilize those set-asides.

A. Administration

Standard Capitalization Grant

The state will not use or reserve to be used attea tlate the 4% set-aside from the
estimated FY-2012 Capitalization Grant for Admirasibn. However, the state
wishes to exercise its right to continue to reséneeFY-2003 ($322,100), FY-2004
($332,124), FY-2009 ($325,840) and the FY-2010 ieing amount ($282,500)
reserved from administrative set-aside funds ttaken when needed from future
capitalization grants. Reserved set-aside amaustbased on the original
capitalization grants awarded during those previmeal years. As of

FY-2009, in an effort to make the program more rddxe for potential loan
recipients, the Board implemented a new fee cadleanhethod in conjunction with
the FY-2009 IUP and after. Previously, the adntrats/e fee was collected in the
first payment request submitted by the loan reaipidhe current method collects the
fees during the initial months of the 20-year rapagt period. Continuing to reserve
the funds from FY-2003, FY-2004, FY-2009, FY-201@&Y-2011 is necessary to
ensure that administrative funds will be availatileing the lengthy transition to the
new administrative fee collection method that ccagdas long as two years. With the
increased staff that is needed to properly manage@rtogram, administrative funds
will be depleted rapidly and the additional reseraeministrative set-aside funds
will be required for continued program operatiorhe reserved administrative set-
asides will be taken from future capitalizationrgeawhen it appears that the current
administrative fund account will be insufficientdcover the fiscal year. The fact is
also noted that the additional subsidy requiremtedisto current federal
appropriations has reduced loan amounts and Igaymneents thus reducing
administrative fees returned through the interestign of the repayments.
Additionally, the economic climate that the counsgurrently facing has shown that
many systems are unwilling to assume the additideht that a loan would present.
These conditions have made the need for the reséthese funds even more
important. If the program needs to capture resefueds from future capitalization
grants, only two of the reserved amounts will bestaat any time. This will allow
the program to meet the administrative needs andnnize the amount of funds
utilized in the loan program.

B. Small System Technical Assistance

Standard Capitalization Grant

The state intends to set-aside two (2%) percefil@®,438 of its estimated FY-2012
Capitalization Grant to provide technical assistatacpublic water systems serving
under 10,000 population. With approval by the Blo#ne state intends to use this
set-aside to fund contracts fiee following activities: Special Assistance to &eéd
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VI.

Systems; Board Management Training for Water Sy<déingials; On-Site Technical
Assistance; and Hands-on Operator Training. E&these activities is described in
detail in the State of Mississippi’s Small Systéheghnical Assistance Set-Aside
Work Plan included as Appendix F to this IUP.

. State Program Management

Standard Capitalization Grant

The state intends to set-aside the full ten pernd@) or $862,190 of the estimated
FY-2012 Capitalization Grant, as authorized by ®ect452(g)(2) of the Safe
Drinking Water Act of 1996, for State Program Maeagnt to be used for Public
Water System Supervision (PWSS) activities condlateder Section 1443(a) of the
Act. These activities are described in more dataihe State of Mississippi’s State
Program Management Set-aside Annual Work Plan diedwas Appendix G to this
IUP. The state must provide a dollar-for-dollartaha(100% match) for
Capitalization Grant funds used for these actisiti#his match is separate and in
addition to the twenty (20%) percent state matcjuired for the Capitalization

Grant. The state is allowed to offset the 100%cmatquirement by claiming credit
for State FY-2012 PWSS expenditures that excee&tidte’'s FY-2012 PWSS match
requirement. The state is further allowed to tateFY-1993 PWSS expenditures as
a “coupon” to offset the 100% match requiremeribag as this amount does not
exceed the amount that can be claimed from FY-2&p2nditures. While this is
allowed, the MSDH Bureau of Public Water Supplyssié®s as providing no
additional monetary benefit to the State Programmddg@ment Program and has
elected to decline the “coupon”. A tabulation shaypamount and source of funds to
satisfy match requirements for the FY-2012 StatgfRm Management set-aside is
furnished as Appendix H to this IUP.

. Local Assistance and Other State Programs

The state intends to set-aside five point one (388tcent or $500,000 of its
estimated FY-2012 Capitalization Grant to provideding needed for wellhead
protection throughout the state. This funds wallused to properly abandon inactive
wells that pose a risk to existing active publidevaupply source water wells, as
well as the environment.

Priority System

The SDWA provides the state with the flexibilitydetermine how to best utilize the

capitalization grant. Bearing this in mind, Missppi has particular issues facing its

public water systems which are unique to the stade/ever, the SDWA requirements
give priority to those projects which:

= address the most serious risk to human health
* are necessary to ensure compliance with the SDW®irements
= assist systems most in need, on a per househdkl bas
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A. Funding and Ranking Rationale

Projects will be placed on the fundable portiortr@ Priority List according to both

priority ranking and readiness to proceed. Thmtéeady to proceed” means that all
loan application requirements established in tlogm@m regulations are met, and all
documents necessary for loan award are approviea prioject cannot reasonably be
expected to meet the Priority System deadlines) the project will not be placed on
the current year’s priority list, but rather wilkklplaced on the planning list. It is the
Board’s judgment as to whether the project candagly to proceed. Loans will be
awarded (within the available funds) in the follogiorder: projects above funding
line (the current year's priority list) that haveetrall Priority System deadlines will

be funded when they are ready to proceed.

1. Funding Lists and Bypass Procedure
Should any projects on the FY-2012 Priority Lisbwi above the funding line
fail to comply with the deadlines in Section D, fireject shall be bypassed and
the funds reserved for said project will be releas€hese released funds will first
be made available to ensure that all projects abwéunding line meeting
priority system deadlines are funded, with any reaer made available to the
highest ranking project(s) shown below the funding that is ready for loan
award at the time funds become available. If mayguts above the funding line
are ready for loan award at the time funds becoraéable, projects shown
below the funding line will be funded on a firstrae, first-served basis as they
become ready for loan award and until the rele&seds are awarded. This same
process will continue as each deadline passesedembed funds become
available.

2. FY-2012 Green Infrastructure Requirement
The FY-2012 federal appropriation may have a st that 20% of the funds
appropriated for the Revolving Funds be designitedrojects that exhibit the
elements of green infrastructure, water efficiemggrovements, energy
efficiency improvements or other environmentallgomative projects. Projects
that can be classified in the following elementt be& applied as credit towards
meeting the FY-2012 appropriation’s green infragite requirement. Projects
may exhibit one or more of the “green” elements tneddetails of the project’s
“green” content will be identified in the businessse required for each project.
- Green infrastructure projects include a wide array of practices at multiple
scales that manage wet weather and that maintdinestore natural hydrology
by infiltrating, evapotranspiring and harvestinglarsing stormwater. On a
regional scale, green infrastructure is the pregem and restoration of natural
landscape features, such as forests, floodplaitisvatiands, coupled with
policies such as infill and redevelopment that cedoverall imperviousness in a
watershed. On the local scale, it can consisttef and neighborhood-specific
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practices, such as bioretention, trees, green rpefseable pavements and
cisterns.

- Water efficiency projectsare to be designed as the use of improved
technologies and practices to deliver equal oebstrvices with less water. It
encompasses conservation and reuse efforts, aaswethter loss reduction and
prevention, to protect water resources for theréutu

- Energy efficiency projectsare to be designed to use improved technologigs an
practices to reduce the energy consumption of watgects, use energy in a
more efficient way, and/or produce/utilize reneveadshergy.

- Environmentally innovative projects include those that demonstrate new
and/or innovative approaches to delivering servaramanaging water
resources in a more sustainable way.

Projects with higher rankings may be bypasseddlerior the state to achieve

this potential federal appropriation requiremeBtpporting documentation will

be provided for those cases in which it is notrctbat the project or component

gualifies to be included as counting towards treegrinfrastructure 20%

establishing justification for the classificaticeguest. Guidance for establishing

a “business case” is available to assist potelui#al recipients in preparation of

the documentation. Potential loan recipients witbjects on the current priority

list are encouraged to make, to the extent possalgdeoject “green”. This may
help ensure that projects get funded as desired.

. Loan Decreases

Any funds recovered from loan decreases duringydae will be used: a) first to
fund bid overruns, if funds from the loan increasserve are not sufficient to
cover the bid overruns; b) then to ensure thatrallects above the funding line
meeting the priority system deadlines are fundeddf least the amount shown
on the priority list) and c) then to fund otherngaand/or increases on a first-
come, first-served basis. Any funds not obligdtedhese purposes by the end of
the fiscal year may be made available for new aards ready to proceed on a
first-come, first-served basis.

. Match for Special Appropriations Project (SPAP) @sa

On October 10, 2001, EPA issued policy memoranddWSBF 02-01 to notify
regions and states of a change in policy regarttiaguse of DWSRF monies for
providing local match for SPAP grants. This chamgEPA policy will allow the
state to use non-federal, non-state match DWSIRItféd to provide loans that
can be used as local match for SPAP grants awdodellinking water projects.

These non-federal, non-state match DWSIRLF load$unay be made available
to eligible SPAP grant recipients that are on thery list for use as local match
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funds for their SPAP grants, provided the grarividoan eligible work. Such
projects will be funded in accordance with the RiyoSystem and until all non-
federal, non-state match monies have been obligatddmand for such funds
has been met.

. Subsidization from FY-2012 Federal Appropriation

By the passage of the FY-2012 federal appropriatimen EPA has mandated that
30 percent of additional subsidization be provittedisadvantaged communities.
The DWISRLF’s subsidization will be in the form mfincipal forgiveness (PF) to
the individual public water supplies awarded lodnsng FY-2012.

Disadvantaged Community Program

During FY-2012, the following principal forgivenessethodology will be used
and the information made available to loan recitsiesmould the federal
appropriation require the state to provide addal@®ubsidy. The amount of
principal forgiveness will be determined by caltng the percentage of the
median household income of the potential loan ienigLR) versus the median
household income of the State of Mississippi ($86)3 A range of MHI income
and a percentage of subsidy are as follows:

90% < LR MHI < 100% - 15% Principal Forgiveness
80% < LR MHI < 90% - 25% Principal Forgiveness
70% < LR MHI < 80% - 35% Principal Forgiveness
LR MHI < 70% - 45% Principal Forgiveness

This principal forgiveness will be extended to patg until all FY-2012
mandated subsidy funds are obligated to projetke amount of principal
forgiveness (PF) given will be assigned at loanrdvead will not change after
the project goes to the bid phase. Additionallye tb the limited amount of
principal forgiveness funds, the maximum amourraicipal forgiveness funds
a loan recipient can receive for a project willde¢ a $500,000. Once subsidy
funds are depleted, only standard loans will beanaith DWSIRLF funds.
Median household incomes to be used in the calongtill be those displayed
in the publication “The Sourcebook of Zip Code Dgmaphics”, Twenty-third
Edition. Where the affected community is includiednore than one zip code
area, an average will be used for the community¥dian household income. In
the event that an awarded loan recipient eleatiettine their loan that includes
principal forgiveness funds, those funds will ballecated to other FY-2012
awarded projects that were eligible for princigalgiveness. The returned
principal forgiveness funds will be allotted basedthe individual loan
recipient’s initial FY-2012 loan amount as a petege of the total loan amount
awarded during FY-2012. That loan recipient’s patage will be used to
multiply the amount of remaining unobligated prpadiforgiveness funds. The
resulting additional principal forgiveness amouiit e added to the Loan
Recipient’s initial principal forgiveness amountaeaat the loan recipient’s initial
loan award. The formula is as follows:

B. Priority System Categories

Project categories are defined below. Projec@ategory | will be funded each year
to the extent the Board makes funds available jeBt®in Categories Il through XI
are ranked in priority order; that is, all Categdirgrojects are ranked higher than
Category lll projects, etc. Ranking is establishrelike manner through all
remaining categories. Adjustments will be madaexessary to comply with small
community set-aside provisions of the Federal SDav4 as established by the
Board [Section 1542(a)(2) of SDWA]. As stated poesly, the order of Categories
Il - Xl is intended to give highest priority to the projects that address the most
serious risks to human health. Projects withirhezategory will be ranked as
described in Section C.

1. Category | - Segmented Projects
This category of projects includes any remainingnsents of projects that
previously received funding for an integral portioh that project, and are
necessary for the entire project to be functiorfatojects will be funded under
this category in order of their regular prioritynking provided they meet the
deadlines established in Section D.

In order to maintain continuity, the Board intertd make some amount of funds
available for each ongoing-segmented project. éPeate in the amount of funds
to be provided will be given to the projects theteived the earliest loan award
for their initial segment

2. Category Il - Previous Year Certified Projects
Priority for this category will be given to the preus year Category |l projects to
the maximum extent practicable. This categoryrofgets includes projects that:
(1) were listed immediately below the funding lmethe previous year’s Priority
List within an amount of approximately 25% of tlyatar’s total available funds;
(2) met all Priority System deadlines in the presidiscal year; and (3) were not
funded due to lack of DWSIRLF funds or did not igeean assurance of CDBG,
ARC, RUS, or other match funding in the previossdi year.Within this
category, projects will be ranked according todbeent Priority Ranking
Criteria.

3. Category Il - Primary Drinking Water Standards
This category includes projects to facilitate compte with Primary Drinking
Water Standards. To qualify for this category,j@ects must correct deficiencies
resulting in non-compliance with the primary dringi water standards.
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Depending on the nature of the project, additiaredtment requirements may be
necessary as part of the proposed project.

. Category IV - One Well

This category includes projects to provide neithdditional water supply to

systems that have neither a backup well nor an M@pptoved emergency tie-in
to another system to ensure safe drinking wateretyy protecting the health of
the existing population. Depending on the natufethe project, additional

treatment requirements may be necessary as pidwe pfoposed project.

. Category V — Pressure Deficiencies

This category includes projects to correct docuebeficiencies that result in
existing systems routinely failing to maintain nmmim acceptable dynamic
pressure. Experience has shown that failure ofmgistems to maintain
minimum acceptable dynamic pressure is the majosecaf system
contamination in Mississippi. System contaminatioet results from inadequate
water system pressure is considered by the MSO#¢ tmne of the most serious
drinking water-related threats to public healttMississippi

. Category VI - Source Water Protection Projects

This category includes projects to manage potentisburces of

contaminants/pollutants and/or prevent contamipolisitants from reaching

sources of drinking water. To be eligible for loparticipation, potential

contaminants/pollutants and source water protectoeas must have been
identified in the public water systems Source Wassessment Plan Report
(SWAPR) prepared by the Mississippi Department o¥itbnmental Quality’s

Groundwater Planning Branch (DEQ-GPB). If the pullater system has not
received its SWAPR from the DEQ-GPB yet, or hasudoentation that may
change its SWAP, it shall provide in the facilitigign suitable documentation of
potential sources of contaminants/pollutants teatdceptable to the DEQ-GPB
before the project will be deemed eligible.

The projects will be ranked: first in order of thighest source water
classification that would be negatively impactedsbyrce water contaminants;
secondly, within each classification in order af fhublic water systems
susceptibility assessment ranking as determingtidPEQ-GPB; and thirdly,
within each susceptibility assessment ranking deoof the highest number of
connections served by the public water system.rcg@onater classifications will
be ranked in the following order: surface waterrses; shallow (generally 300’
in depth) unconfined water wells; shallow (gengralB00’ in depth) confined
water wells; and deep confined water wells.

. Category VII - System Capacity Expansion To Serigtiig Unserved
Residences/Businesses

This category includes projects to either exparstiexg system capacity or
construct a new drinking water system to ensure gafking water (source,
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treatment and/or distribution) to serve existingdences/businesses in currently
unserved areas.

8. Category VIII - Back-up Water Supply Sources Ptsjec
This category includes projects to provide adddisupply to systems with
insufficient back-up water supply sources to ensafe drinking water, and
thereby protect the health of the existing popatatiAs a minimum, a system
using ground water should be able to lose any étteeowvells supplying the
system and still maintain minimum acceptable dyrgmnéssure throughout the
entire system.

9. Category IX — Existing Facilities Upgrades (Meg Primary Standards)
This category includes projects to rehabilitatplaee, protect or upgrade
deteriorated, worn, aged or obsolete equipmernititfes, etc., to assure
continued, dependable operation of water systenesevduch systems are already
meeting Primary Drinking Water Standards. Depegdin the nature of the
project, additional treatment requirements maydeeasary as part of the
proposed project.

10. Category X - Fluoride Addition
This category is for projects that either rehadiétexisting fluoride treatment
facilities at well or treatment plant sites, or aglv facilities to existing well or
treatment plants.

11. Category XI - Secondary Drinking Water StanddPdojects
This category includes projects to provide treatintleat brings systems into
compliance with Secondary Drinking Water Regulatiobepending on the
nature of the project, additional treatment requ&ats may be necessary as part
of the proposed project.

12. Category XIl — Consolidation Projects
This category includes projects to consolidate spaystems into a single
system for purposes other than those related tegGees Il through IX.
Consolidation will also be considered in establighpriority ranking within all
categories, as described in the Priority Rankinite@a in Section C.

13. Category Xl — Other
This category includes projects that do not meettiteria of any other listed
category, and have been determined loan eligibdedordance with the
DWSIRLF loan program regulations.

. Priority Ranking Criteria
The criteria for ranking projects within each catagis intended to give priority to

projects that: (1) benefit the most people peratakpended; (2) assist systems most
in need on a per household affordability basisgsired by the SDWA (3) use
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consolidation with other systems to correct exgtieficiencies and improve
management; (4) take into consideration the systenrrent capacity; (5) encourages
participation in short-term and long-term techn@sdistance programs; and (6)
encourages participation in the Drinking Water Ne8drvey. These considerations
are addressed by the Priority Ranking Critericdhafollowing manner:

1. Benefit/Cost
Benefit/Cost points assigned to each projectivgldetermined using the
following formula:

The number of benefiting connections must beuighet! in the facilities plan

2. Affordability Factor
An affordability factor will be assigned to eaclojarct to reflect the relative needs
of applicants on a per household basis. The Bé@est points calculated in
Section C.1. will be adjusted using the afford&pilactor in the following
formula:

The affordability factor used in the calculatiordifined as the ratio of the 2009
median household income for the State of Missis¢ik$6,322) to the 2009
median household income for the affected commuamtywill be no less than 1.0
and no greater than 1.5.

3. Consolidation
Any project that includes consolidation (ownepsahd management) of separate
existing systems into a single system will recaigasolidation points equal to 0.5
times the Adjusted Benefit/Cost points assignetthéoproject. The purpose of
assigning consolidation points is to promote religh efficiency and economy of
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scale that can be achieved with larger water systehile discouraging the
proliferation of numerous separate small systentls thieir inherent inefficiencies
and limitations. Projects, in any priority categahat do not include
consolidation will receive zero consolidation psiint the final calculation of total
priority points.

. System Capacity

Any project that includes scope of work to addi@#scal design capacity issues
(systems that are currently overloaded or withia (@) years of reaching their
current design capacity, as determined by MSDHI))redeive additional priority
points equal to 25% of the Adjusted Benefit/Coshfmassigned to the project.
Documentation of the system capacity analysis andmmendations to address
the design capacity issues must be addressed faditiges plan to be eligible for
these additional priority points.

System Capacity Points = 0.25 x (Adjusted Benefgf @oints)

. Participation in Short-Term & Long-Term AssistarRi®grams

The MSDH, with the Board’s approval, has contraetéth Community
Resources Group (CRG) to provide both short-terchlang-term assistance to
designated water systems in the state based arstioees on the latest Capacity
Assessment Form (CAF). This assistance is prowvadie cost to the water
systems.

Participation by the water systems in these as&istprograms is voluntary.
However, any water system that has participatesitiver of these assistance
programs within the past two years will be eligitdereceive additional priority
points equal to 5% of their Adjusted Benefit/Cosires. Water systems that
have implemented all of the recommendations madeP@ will receive
additional priority points equal to 5% of their Adfed Benefit/Cost Points for a
total of 10%. Documentation of participation itheir of these assistance
programs and implementation of the recommendatiwexde by CRG must be
included in the facilities plan before additionalopity points will be granted.

. Participation in the EPA or MSDH Drinking Water NiseSurvey

Any water system that participated in the mostmes&SDH Public Water
Supply Improvements Needs Survey or the EPA Dripkiater Needs Survey
by satisfactorily completing and returning thisrforo MSDH will be eligible to
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receive additional priority points equal to 10%uéir Adjusted Benefit/Cost
Points.

Needs Survey Points = 0.10 x (Adjusted Benefit/Eosits)
. Ranking Within Each Category

Within each category, projects will be ranke@rder based on the total points
assigned the project using the following formula:

Projects receiving the most priority points viaél given the highest ranking on the
Priority List. In case of a tie in the number oiigpity points, projects with the
lowest median household income will receive thénbgg ranking.

. Small Community Set-Aside

Following completion of the ranking process, thefty List will be reviewed to
determine if at least 15% of available fundingoojects above the funding line
is for public water systems which regularly sereedr than 5,000 people, which
the Board has defined as a small community foptimposes of this set-aside. If
this is not the case, the Priority List will be asted by exchanging the lowest
ranking projects above the funding line that sé&@90 or more with the highest
ranking projects below the funding line that seflewer than 5,000, until the 15%
requirement is satisfied.

It is anticipated that approximately 20.4% of athdable DWSIRLF funds will

be awarded to small communities with populationS,000 or less in FY-2012.
No small communities that met the September 300 284adline for submitting a
facilities plan were left off the fundable portiohthe FY-2012 Priority List.

Results to Date Through the last fourteen (15) years of the DRIST program
(FY-97 through FY-11) the program has averaged%7the total available
funds being awarded to small communities (poputaéss than 10,000 as
defined in the SDWA). During the same timefranie846 of all funds awarded
went to small communities less than 10,000 popatatin FY-2011, 41.8% of all
available DWSIRLF funds were awarded to small comities with populations
less than 10,000.

. Green Infrastructure Requirements

Funds from the FY-2012 Capitalization Grant hawestipulation that not less
than 20 percent of the funds appropriated for teedRing Funds shall be
designated for green infrastructure, water efficieimprovements or other
environmentally innovative projects. To achievis fiotential requirement,
projects with higher rankings may be bypassed dieofor the state to achieve
this non-negotiable federal requirement.
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D. Priority System Deadlines

1. By October 1, 2011, a complete DWSIRLF facilitiégm prepared in accordance

This work plan describes how FY-2012 DWSRF StatgfRim Management set-aside funds will
be expended to support the FY-2013 PWSS Programhwiill operate from October 1, 2012 to
September 30, 2013.

FUNDING AMOUNT (Standard Capitalization Grant)

ensuring that newly permitted PWSs have designtoactgon capable of compliance with the
present and upcoming SDWA regulations; ensurindyinal methods are being applied to
demonstrate compliance with the regulations; niotgfy(if necessary) EPA of intent not to adopt
or implement any portion of the rules; and respogdo EPA requests for information or
verification of state rules implementation.
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Additionally, MSDH will provide annual summariesthie status of: each effective variance and
exemption to EPA; community PWSs that are alloveethonitor less frequently than monthly;
and non-community PWSs that are allowed to moméss frequently than quarterly to EPA.
MSDH will also oversee and enforce requirementsuites and regulations adopted with
approved federal primacy. These regulations ireblhe SDWA and all applicable rules present
and future, primacy packages, and extension agmsméthe SDWA.

Non-primacy Requirements

In addition to the requirements of the PWSS prograonies from this set-aside provide support
to activities that are of a non-primacy nature o3 activities are not required to maintain state
primacy. However, to run a highly effective, eiffict program and most importantly protect the
public health, these activities are vital.

Capacity Development (CD) Program

As required by the SDWA, each state is requiredeteelop and implement a Public
Water System Capacity Development Program in dalezceive full funding annually
under the DWSRF Program. Public water system agpagsessment is a full evaluation
of the PWS’s technical, managerial, and finandmlitst to provide safe drinking water to
its customers by complying with all state and Fatlergulations. In accordance with the
Federal requirements, MSDH has developed and imgaiézd a CD program for both
new and existing PWSs. The MSDH CD program takeddrm of a rating that each
community water system (CWS) and non-transientcmmmunity water system
(NTNCWS) receives at their annual sanitary survelye criteria used in the rating
system incorporate laws, regulations, and otharaldé information to evaluate the areas
of technical, managerial, and financial capacifire program is also designed to evolve
from year-to-year through an annual meeting ofdnsary committee that will make
suggestions as to possible changes and/or addibahe rating criteria. As required by
regulation, an annual report is made to the Govesndhe efficacy of the strategy and
progress towards improving the capacity of PW3bénstate. Additionally, annual
documentation of ongoing implementation of the @tegy is to be provided with
DWSRF Capitalization Grant application.

in Mississippi. Those responding to the RFP hashbwrailed an information packet the day the
request was made. The proposals received frompdtential contractors have been evaluated by
the Department. Contracts have been awarded tsutteessful bidders with Mississippi Rural
Water Association (MRWA) receiving the coordinatimmtract and Mid-South Water &
Machine Works (MSW&MW), the licensed well drilleowtract. Final negotiations are in
process and pending approval from the State CdriRegew Board, work should begin January
2012. Both contracts are in effect for one yedhwan optional second year to be exercised at
the Department’s discretion September 2012.

PROGRAM ACTIVITIES

The activities described herein will be accomplét@ough a four part process: Identification
of wells / holes needing proper abandonment foptioéection of aquifers and the overall public
health; communication with public water supply tbains well / hole to encourage proper
abandonment; mobilization of well contractor toritiéed site to perform the work; and
confirmation that the work has been completed.

This will be accomipdid in accordance with established
guidelines set forth by the MDEQ Office of Groundgra When the abandonment is complete,
the well contractor will contact the MRWA staff itcform of them of project completion.
Confirmation — Staff of the MsRWA will perform site visits to ctirm proper abandonment of
site. That confirmation is passed on to the Depant to ensure that each abandonment matches
future invoices when received for payment.

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J. Drinking Water Systems Emergency Loan Fund Program

Section 41-3-16, Mississippi Code of 1972, as aradndreated the Drinking Water
Systems Emergency Loan Fund Program (DWSELF). filnigram provides loans
to counties, municipalities, districts, or othex(exempt) water organizations for
emergency construction, repair, or replacementiokohg water facilities. This
entirely state-funded loan program provides a rdadging source for such
emergency projects without the federal cross-cuétguirements required in the
DWSIRLF Program, thereby saving valuable time axgkease. This Program
eliminates the need to address emergency loahg iDrinking Water Systems
Improvements Revolving Loan Fund Program. The Beacourages eligible water
organizations throughout the state to utilize grsgram whenever emergency
drinking water projects are needed.

The basic provisions of this program are: 1) aentrinterest rate of 2.0%; 2) a
maximum single loan amount as determined by thed3@& a maximum repayment
period of five (5) years; and 4) the project museitrthe definition of an emergency
as established in the program regulations. Iisis enportant to note that loan
recipients do not pay interest during the origr@tstruction period (capitalized
interest), and that loan repayments do not bediihafter project completion.

Allowable costs for the project may not be incurpedr to the budget period
established in the loan agreement, which may nginbmore than 30 days prior to
receipt of the loan application.

Costs for the project will be paid on a reimbursetimsis, based upon the actual
allowable expenditures of the loan recipient.
